New Delhi, the 28 th January 1970 

S.R.O. 85.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of 
the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to class III posts In 'Q' Services (Movement Control 
Organisation), Defence Services, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement— (1) These rules may be called the Move- 
ment Control Organisation (Class III posts in ‘Q' Services), Recruitment Rules, 
1970. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts as specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Classification and scales of pay.— The classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 and 3 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications.— The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified In columns 4 to 12 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of persons belonging to any Scheduled Castes or Scheduled 
Tribes or other special category in accordance with the orders of the Central 
Government issued from time to time. 

( 4i ) 
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5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
toy reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said posts; and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of person or post.

From 
Sadar Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 14 the boundary runs in northerly direction 
and joins the Cantonment boundary at a point 100'0 to tho north west of Sadar 
Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 14 and 43O'-0 to the west of Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No. 7. From this point the boundary runs in east direction and joins 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar No, 7. From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 7 
the boundary runs in easterly direction following the line of Cantonment limit, 
joins Cantonment Boudary Pillar No. 6 and No, 5. From Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No. 5, the boundary runs in south direction, following the line of Canton- 
ment limit and joins Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 4, From Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 4 the boundary runs in easterly direction following the line of 
Cantonment limit and joins Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 3. From Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 3 the boundary runs in south-easterly direction following 
the line of Cantonment limit joins Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 2 and meets 
the City Road at a point 132'-0 away to the east of Cantonment Boundary Hilar 
No. 2. From this point the boundary runs in southerly direction following the 
line of City Road and joins the junction formed By City Road and Gawlipura 
Road near House No. 933. From the junction formed by City Road and Gawli- 
pura Road, the boundary runs In westerly direction, following the line of Gawli- 
pura Road and joins the junction formed by Gawlipura Road and Toka Road 
near House No, 1222. From the junction formed by Toka Road and Gawlipura 
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Road, the boundary runs in southerly direction following the line of Toka Road 
and then Chowk Bazar Road and joins the point near House No. 101, from where 
it has started, 

Ward No. n. — Ward No. II consists of portion of Gawlipura and portion of 
Danabazar, The boundary of Ward No. II starts from the junction formed by 
City Road and Gawlipura Road near House No. 934, runs in westerly direction, 
following the line of Gawlipura Road and joins the junction formed by Gawli- 
pura Road and Toka Road near House No. 1020. From the junction formed by 
Gawlipura Road and Toka Road near House No, 1020 the boundary runs in south 
direction following the line of Toka Road and then Chowk Bazar Road and joins 
the junction formed by Chowk Bazar Road and Danabazar Hoad near House No. 
228. From tile junction formed by Chowk Bazar Road and Danabazar Road, near 
House No. 228 the boundary runs in east direction following the line of Dana- 
bazar Road and joins the junction formed by Danabazar Road and Darzibazar 
Road near House No. 269. From the junction formed by Danabazar Road and 
Darzibazar Road near House No. 269, the boundary runs in north east direction 
following the line of Darzibazar Road and joins the lunction formed by Darzi- 
bazar Road, Monda Road and City Road near House No. 952. From the junction 
formed by Monda Road, Darzibazar Road and City Road near House No. 962 
the boundary runs in northerly direction following the line of City Road and 
joins the junction formed by City Road and Gawlipura Road near House No. 934 
from where it has started. 

Ward No. Hi: — 

Ward No. Ill consists of portion of Topkhana Bazar, portion of Dana Bazar, 
portion of Darzi Bazar, Bhajt Bazar and portion of Bungalow area. The boundary 
of Ward No. Ill starts from the junction formed by Dana Bazar Road and Darzi 
Bazar Road near House No, 282, and runs in southerly direction following the 
line of Darzi Bazar Road and Joins the junction formed by Darzi Bazar Road 
and Cantonment Hospital Road. From the junction formed by Darzi Bazar Road 
and Cantonment Hospital Road, the boundary runs in easterly direction following 
the line of Cantonment Hospital Road and joins the junction formed by Canton- 
ment Hospital Road and Bullock Shed Road. From the junction formed by Canton- 
ment Hospital Road and Bullock Road the boundary runs in southerly direction 
following the line of Bazar Road and joins the junction formed by Bazar Road 
and Cavalary Road near Bungalow No. 12. From the junction formed by the 
Bazar Road and Cavalary Road near Bungalow No. 12 the boundary runs in 
westerly direction following the line of Cavalary Road and then Wright Road 
and joins the junction formed by Wright Road and Toka Road near Bungalow 
No. 17. From the Junction formed by Wright Road and Toka Road near Bungalow 
No. 17 the boundary runs In northerly direction following the line of Toka Road 
and after rounding joins the point near Bungalow No. 19- From this point the 
boundary runs in easterly direction following the line of Toka Road further and 
Joins the junction formed by Toka Road and Artillery Road. From the junction 
formed by Toka Road and Artillery Road the boundary runs in northerly direc- 
tion following the line of Toka Road further on and joins the junction formed 
by Toka Road and Topkhana Bazar Road. From the junction formed by Toka 
Road and Topkhana Bazar Road the boundary runs in easterly direction following 
the line of Topkhana Bazar Road and joins the junction formed by Topkhana 
Bazar Road and Chowk Bazar Road near House No. 108-109. From the junction 
formed by Topkhana Bazar Road and Chowk Bazar Road near House No. 108-109 
the boundary runs in northerly direction following the line of Chowk Bazar Road 
and joins the junction formed by Chowk Bazar Road and Dana Bazar Road near 
House No. 325. From the junction formed by Dana Bazar Road and Chowk Bazar 
Road, near House No, 32S the boundary runs in easterly direction and joins the 
junction formed by Dana Bazar Road and Darzi Bazar Road near House No. 232, 
from where it has started. 

Ward No. IV. 

Ward No. IV consists of portion of Pensionpura. The boundary of Word No. 
TV starts from the point 132'-0 away to the east of Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No, 2 on City Road for moving the intersection between Cantonment Boundary 
and City Road and runs in southerly direction following the line of City Road 
and joins the junction formed by City Road, Monda Road and Darzi Bazar Road 
and Tonga Stand Road.

Ward No. V consists of portion of Penslonpura and Gaddigudam. The boundary 
of Ward No. V starts from Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 1 runs In southerly 
direction following the centre line of ‘Kham River 1 and joins Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No. 28. From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 28 the boundary runs in 
easterly direction following the line of Cantonment limit and joins Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 27. From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 27 the boundary 
runs in southerly direction following the line of Cantonment limit and joins 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 28. From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 26 
the boundary runs in easterly direction following the line of Cantonment limit 
and joins Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 25, From Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No- 25 the boundary runs in south-west direction and joins Jalna Road at a 
point OO'-O the south west of Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 25- From this point 
the boundary runs in westerly direction following the line of Jalna Road and then 
Cavalary Road and joins a junction formed by Cavalary Road and joins a junc- 
tion formed by Cavalary Road and Bazar Road near Bungalow No. 12, From the 
junction formed by Cavalary Road and Bazar Road near Bungalow No. 12 the 
boundary runs In northerly direction following the line of Bazar Road and joins 
the junction formed by Bullock Shed Road and the Cantonment Hospital Road. 
From the Junction formed by Cantonment Hospital Road and Bullock Shed Road 
the boundary runs in westerly direction following the line of Cantonment 
Hospital Road and joins the junction formed by Cantonment Hospital Road and 
Darzl Bazar Road. From the junction formed by Cantonment Hospital Road and 
Darzi Bazar Road the boundary runs in northerly direction following the line of 
Darzl Bazar Road and joins the junction formed by Darzi Bazar Road, Monda 
Road and Tonga Stand Road near House No. 471. From the junction formed by 
Darzi Bazar Road, Monda Road and Tonga Stand Road near House No. 471 the 
boundary runs in south-easterly direction following a line of Tonga Stand Road 
and joins the junction formed by Penslonpura Road and Tonga Stand Road. From 
the junction formed by Tonga Stand Road and Penslonpura Road the boundary 
runs In southerly direction following the line of Penslonpura Road and joins the 
point near House No. 717. From this point the boundary runs in easterly direc- 
tion and joins the south east comer of House No. 814. From the south-east corner 
of House No. 814 the boundary runs In north-easterly direction and joins Canton- 
ment Boundary Pillar No. 1 from where it has started, 

Ward No. VI 

Ward No. VI consists of Karanpura Village, Banwadi Village and portion of 
Bungalow area and Military area. 

The boundary of ward No. VI starts from a point on Jalna Road 60-0 west of 
Cantonment boundary pillar No. 25, runs in Southerly direction following the line 
of Cantonment limits joining Cantonment boundary pillar No. 24C, 24B, 24A and 
No- 24- From Cantonment boundary pillar No, 24 the boundary runs in westerly 
direction following the line of Cantonment limit and joins Cantonment boundary 
pillar No. 23. From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 23 the boundary runs in 
southerly direction following the line of Cantonment limit and joins Cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 22.

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 18 the boundary runs in north-westerly 
direction following the line of Cantonment limit and joins Cantonment boundary 
pillar Nos. 17, No. 18, and No. 15. From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 15 the 
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boundary runs in North-westerly direction following the line of Cantonment limit 
and joins Cantonment boundary pillar No. 14 From Cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 14 the boundary runs in northerly direction following the line oi Cuntonment 
limit and joins Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 13 and No. 12D. From Canton- 
ment boundary pillar No. 12D the boundary runs In northerly direction, iollow- 
ing the line of the Cantonment limit and joins Cantonment boundary pillar No. 
12C, 12B, 12A and 12. From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 12 the boundary 
runs in northerly direction, following the line of Cantonment limit and joins Can- 
tonment boundary pillur No. 11, No, 10A, No. 10, No. 9A and No. 9. Fiom Canton- 
ment boundary pillar No. 9 the boundary runs in easterly direction following the 
line of Cantonment limit and joins Cantonment boundary pillar No. 8. From 
Cantonment boundary pillar No. 8 the boundary runs in south-easterly direction 
in line with Cantonment limit and joins a point 100 -t) to the North-west of Sadar 
Bazar boundary pillar No. 14 and 430'-0 to the west of Cantonment boundary 
pillar No. 7.

“26. The Executive Officer of a Cantonment Board shall, on application made 
In this behalf and on payment of such fee as may, from time to time, 
be fixed by the Government, toy notification In the Official Gazette 
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grant to the applicant a certified copy of the extract from the assess- 
ment list of the Cantonment Board showing the rental value of the 
building or buildings in respect of which application has been made 
relating to the period specified in the application. Such certified copy 
shall be received as evidence of the facts stated therein in proceeding* 
under this Act."
